Judge Charges the Jury. 

The State’s Attorney closed his 
argument shortly before noon and 
court recessed for luncheon until 
1:30 p. m., when Judge Miller be- 
gan instructing the jury. 

Interest of the crowd had slack- 
ened noticeably at noon and Sheriff 
Pritchard informed Judge Miller he 
thought he could handle spectators 
under conditions of customary pro- 
cedure. 

Judge Miller's instructions to 
the jury followed the routine ad- 
monitions concerning “presumption 
of innocence,” and ‘reasonable 
doubt.” The burden of proof is 
upon the people, Judge Miller in- 
structed, and the defendants must 
be proved gulity “beyond a reas- 
onable doubt.” 

An important instruction bore 
upon the defendants’ failure to 
take the stand. tue jUty was 
charged to remember “the defend- 
ant is not obliged to testify. Fail- 
ure to do so is no presumption 
against him.” 

The defénse obtained an instruc- 
tion reminding the jurors that 
“these defendants are charged with 
murder of Joe Adams and no oth- 
er person.” 

Judge Miller added that mem- 
bership in “some organization for 
evil purposes” should not obtain 
against the defendants. 

One of the instructions bore up- 
on the testimony of an accomplice. 
warning that “such testimony 
should be viewed with great cau- 
tion.” As to credibility the court 
admonished the jury to take into 
account the hearing of the wit- 
nesses on the stand @ead their in- 
terest or lack of interest. and also 
whether witnesses have been con- 
victed of a felony. 

Defines Crime of Murder. 

Judge Miller then described the 
crime of murder as “the wilful.

NO GAP BETWEEN LIVING AND 
NON-LIVING, SCIENTIST SAYS 


+English Professor of Chemistry 
Tells Institute Life Can- 
not Be Defined, 
By the Associated Press. 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa., July 23. 
Science cannot give a satisfactory 


definition of life, because its pro- 
cesses are too much like the chem- 
ical reactions of inanimate matter, 
Dr. J. C. Drummond of the Univer- 
sity of London, England, asserted 
tonight in addressing the Institute 
of Chemistry of the American 
Chemical Society. 

“There are certain phenome1.a, 
however,” said Dr. Drummond. 
“such as growth, assimilation, res- 
piration, reproduction and move- 
ment, which collectively distin- 
guish the living organism, as we 
understand it today, from the inert 
systems. 

“Whatever definition we may ac- 
cept, it is certain that the chief 
fact that impresses us in viewing 
living beings is that all their pro- 
cesses are energy exchanges of a 
more or less complicated charac- 
ter. The living organism is one 
vast interchange of energy, a cease- 
less ebb and flow of energy trans- 
formations,.”’ 

Dr. Drummond emphasized the 
growing conviction in scientific cir- 
cles that, just as there is no gap 
between the inorganic and Organic 
worlds, so is there no gap between 
the living and nonliving. In con- 
cluding Dr. Drummond stressed ‘he 
important part that iron plays in 
organic evolution in serving to 
Speed up many of the chemical] 
changes that occur in living or- 
ganisms.

FORHIGHER VALUATION 


Public Service Body Overrules 
Request for Tentative Esti- 
mate of $75,000,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 23.— 
The Public Service Commission has 
overruled a motion filed by the 
United Railways Co. of St. Louis for 
modification of the commission's 
finding on tentative valuation, rate 
of return and deduction of de- 


preciation reserve in an order 
issued on June 25 last, granting the 
company a temporary increase in 
fares to 8 cents, two tokens for 15 
cents now in effect. “ 

The order does not affect the 
rate and valuation case of the 
United Railways, still pending be- 
fore the commission. The rate in- 
‘crease, which became effective July 
5, was made temporary until the 
main valuation and rate case is 
completed. 

In the temporary fare increase 
order the commission fixed a ten- 
tative valuation of $52,024,000 as 
of Dec. 31, 1926. It also held the 
increased fares would give a rea- 
sonable return of 7.1 per cent on 
the tentative valuation and deduct- 
ed a balance of $6,183,099, accrued 
in the company’s depreciation re- 
serve fund, from the tentative val]- 
uation, 

The company filed a motion ac- 
cepting the fare increase, but ask- 
ing the commission to modify the 
finding on valuation, return and 
deduction of depreciation. It was 
contended the valuation should be 
fixed at “at least $75,000,000.” In 
the earlier hearing the company 
stressed a claim of approximately 
$100,000,000 as the value of the 
property. The company contended 
the rate of return should be 8 per 
cent.

With that statement, we come to 
our second proposition—that all 
dress is illusory, modifying: opti- 
cally the appearance of the body 
that wears it. And by all dress, I 
mean men’s dress, too, a8 much as 
women’s. Outer apparel of every 
sort gives us optical illusions that 
our minds promptly attach -to the 
physiques of its wearers. 3 

In women's clothes these  illu- 
sions are strong. The diffrence, 
therefore, between good and bad 
design in women's clothes is purely 
a question of optical effect. Re- 
membering always that it is the 
wearer's figure that counts and 
that the dress is merely an appur- 
tenance to the figure, good dress- 
design in all ages has sought to 
emphasize in that figure—not al- 
ways consciously, I will admit— 
the physical points which the world 
regarded as ideal. 

A little further on I will give 
illustrations of this point, but here 
I will state that the physical idea) 
of the present period is slender- 
ness in a woman's figure. Per- 
haps some impatient reader may 
now be saying: 

“Of course, we all know that. 
We all know the women are diet- 
ing and exercising and wearing 
tight belts around their hips to 
make themselves look like flap- 
pers. But why so much talk about 
it? Almost before you know it, 
they will get some different idea, 
and then they will all start off in 
another direction, and dress style 
will change.” 


Change Is Permanent, 

If I believed that to be the 
truth, then I should not be talking 
so much about it. But I believe 
that this new ideal of feminine 
beauty which has come into the 
world is a permanent thing which 
has @ very profound implication 
for all of us. I believe the social 


a picture of these times will show 
them to be a transition period dur- 
ing which the entire civilized hu- 
man family was radically changing 
its physical appearance.

And the change is a very recent 
one. The marked progress in it 
has occurred almost entirely since 
the war. And the future, if any- 
thing, will see a typical figuré even 
slenderer and more girlish than 
the present. 


To say that diet, exercise and 
lacing are bringing about. this 
change is ridiculous. The change 
would not be so general, if it were 
resulting from women’s own ef- 
forts. There would always be a 
great number of women, perhaps a 
majority, too indifferent or indo- 
lent to bring their physiques down 
to a slender ideal that was merely 
a whim of fashion. Besides, wom- 
en have always dieted and taken 
thought of their figures, even if 
they have not exercised quite so

When the Change Begar, 

How recently we need only to 
turn to dress-style history to see. 
For, we must remember, fashion- 
able dress has always emphasized 
the points of the figure regarded in 
its time as ideal; and from that we 
can deduce from past pictures of 
fashion that the change did not 
come to be marked until about five 
or six years ago. In fact, the shoct- 
ening of the skirt—that direct coa- 
cession to the growing youthful- 
ness of the feminine side of the 
race, marks the beginning of the 
rapid alteration we are now wit- 
nessing.

The Cause of It. 


What is the cause of the change? 
I am no scientist, but I have my 
theory to account for it. I look 
back on those not far distant davs 
of matronly styles and remember 
that people did not live as long 
then, on the average, as they do 
today. It is not that I can »os2rve 
them living longer now, but [ have 
indisputable’ scientific evidence 
that they do live longer.

tifically lengthened, as it is, then to 
me¢ it follows as surely as day fol- 
lows night that his adolescence is 
also being increased in ratio.

The girlish figure has now become 
so numerous that it has actually 
changed the world’s ideal of femi- 
nine beauty and caused all fashion 
to take account of it.

Deception, do you think? Trick- 
ery and artifice? Well, so is all art. 
And after all, what is life but illu- 
sion? Indeed, our eyes do not rec- 
ognize genuine reality when they 
see it. The primitive Italian paint- 
ers painted nature as it really was 
—by actual measurement—and we 
smile when we see the grotesque 
result. De Vinci discovered per- 
spective—which is life as we see 
it and not as it is—and our eyes 
assure us that his unreality is real. 
It is illusion that is our true reality.

ERE is what Ruskin wrote 
H avout feminine beauty: 

“It is the operation of the 
intellectual powers upon the fea- 
tures in the fine cutting and 
chiseling of them, and the remov- 
al from them of signs of sensual- 
ity and sloth by which they are 
blunted and deadened;  substitu- 
tion of energy and intensity for 
vacancy and insipidity (by which 
defect, alone, the faces of many 
fair women are utterly spoiled and 
rendered valueless), and keenness 
given to the eye and fine mould- 
ing and development to the brow.” 

This I am offering in answer to 
many who write to ask what, ex- 
actly, beauty in woman is and how 
it may be obtained. 

Many of these letters come with 
inquiries about the virtues of skin- 
foods, bleaches, dyes, and a dozen 
and one other cosmetics in helping 
to establish loveliness. 

These, of course, all may be 
very well in their way, but their 
way does not go far enough. 

For true beauty, as Ruskin 
points out, comes from within. 

There is no face, however sym- 
metrical of feature or perfect of 
coloring, that is beautiful without 
an expression of intelligence and 
interest. The look of supercilious 
boredom which appears to be the 
fashionable one of today would 
mar the face of a Helen of Troy 
just as it has been and is marring 
many otherwise exquisite counte- 
nances, 

And no face can be beautiful 
and, at the same time, sullen or 
critical. Kindliness and good hu- 
mor are a most essential element 
of feminine beauty. 

The face which has these may 
be as plain as possible according 
to all superficial standards and, at 
the same time, possess the rarest 
loveliness.

Women's Clubs Make Drive 


Nation's Illiteracy 


ASHINGTON.—I g norance 

may be considered bliss in 

some quarters, but as far as 
the club women of this country are 
concerned, it is a state of delight 
not compatible with the highest 
American standards. 

Those who belong to the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs have 
adopted a working program which 
will go far, they believe, to hasten 
the erasure of illiteracy from the 
United States, and so raise the 
country from its position of tenth 
among the literate nations of the 
world. 

Early in the year the federa- 
tion inaugurated a “county literacy 
survey.”’ Those states which joined 
were to prepare a list of persons 
in a typical county of their state 
who could neither read nor write. 
In her preliminary report, Mrs. 
William F. Blackman of Orlando, 
Fla., chairman of the Committee 
on Education, commends more 
than a dozen states for prompt ac- 
tion in the campaign. The report 
says that schodl and publie offi- 
cials, women of other organiza- 
tions and social workers gave great 
assistance to the listing and the 
subsequent teaching of the unlet- 
tered men, women and children. 


North Carolina has the distinc. 
tion of being the first State to com- 
plete its survey. It is enrolling ex- 
perienced teachers for the 3893 {I- 
literates of Buncombe County. In 
some classes three generations of 
the same family study together. In 
Alabama, teaching began early in 
July, as soon as the Covington 
County list was complete. 

Wisconsin's State university as- 
sisted the women in their survey in 
Dane County. Teachers of the 
public and vocational schools will 
teach the illiterates there. 

Few white illiterates were found 
in Washington County, Pa., where 
there are said to be 11,000 unlet- 
tered persons. One prospective pu- 
pil is a prosperous farmer who 
wishes to learn to read enough to 
obtain a license to drive his new 
automobile. 

The Board of Education of Maine 
contributed $600. More than 1200 
illiterates were listed in schools, 
shops and mills of Kennebec Coun. 
ty. Through a speaking campaign 
among men’s and women’s organi- 
zations, teachers were recruited 
and specially trained in short 
courses. Because of their initial 
success, the clubwomen of Maine 
decided to continue the work in the 
remaining 15 counties. Illinois 
also ig making it a state-wide sur- 
vey. 

Since compulsory school attenc- 
ance went into effect in 
Hampshire a few years ago, Mrs.

Nebraska has an illiteracy com- 
mission of 12 members, of which a 
former president of the State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs is chair- 
man. A survey followed by a prac- 
tical teaching plan brought Ne- 
braska’s illiteracy problem almust 
to the vanishing point. A one. 
county survey was made,..however. 
in order that the State might not 
miss participating in the general 
federation project. 

Other states whose reports soon 
will be ready are Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, West Virginia, Cal- 
ifornia, Arkansas, Florida and Ohio.
